Long-standing congressional grumbling 
at the government's handling of food stocks blew wide open today amid 
charges of "scandal” and "sloppy management.” 
War Food Administrator Marvin Jones, while expressing doubt that 
there was any widespread waste or spoilage due to negligence, an­ 
nounced that he had nevertheless asked the Federal Bureau of Investi­ 
gation to look into the matter.
